of our ancestors In this matter. They 
Jiad been trained to believe that a 
certain amount of alcoholic beverage 


day wus fthaoluuly. necessary, to 


health. 
They thought water pro- 


duced fever and dysentery and. In- 
deed, the water they used was often 
contaminated 
with 
such 
disease 


Two of Benjamin Rush'B observa- 


tions are worth noting: 


"The love of ardent spirits has 


sometimes been subdued, by exciting: 
a counter passion in the mind. A 
citizen ot Philadelphia had made 
many unsuccessful attempts to c,ur« 
his wife Of drunkenness. At length. 
despairing of her reformation, ha 
purchased a hogshead of rum, and 
after tapping it, left the key In thft 
door ot the room In which It was 
placed, as if he had forgotten it, HJs 
design was to g-lv« his wife an op- 
portunity of drinking herself 
to 


death. She suspected this to b« his 
motive, in what he had done, and 
suddenly left off drinking. Resent- 
ment here became the antidote to 
intemperance." 


"A violent attack of an acute dis- 


ease has sometimes 'destroyed 
a 


habit of drinking distilled liquor*. I 
attended a notorious drunkard, In tb« 
yellow fever, in the year of, 1798, who 
recovered with the loss of his 
for spirits,, which has, I believe, 
tinned ever since." 


The last notation la very sound. 


One of the possible new methods of 
curing: alcoholism Is the induction, of 
artificial fever—hyperpyrexia.
